A Fair Settlement 


Clayton County Reps. Edgar Blalock 
and Bill Lee, as well as other officials 
of the county, have been given the op- 
portunity to prove their good intentions 
in the matter of the Atlanta Airport tax 
bill. | 

The City of Atlanta has, in effect, 
offered to give the County of Clayton 


'* the 35 houses on airport property about 


which they have made so much noise. In 
addition, Atlanta officials have offered to 
pay the per capita school costs of all chil- 
dren now living on the airport land 


in Clayton. 

‘Whether or not the offers are ac- 
cepted should determine whether these 
Clayton officials are amenable to a 
reasonable adjustment of their complaints 
or whether they are out to shift the bur- 
den of their own government costs to the 
City of Atlanta and to users of the air- 
port. : 
On the face of it, the bill is puni- 
tive, vindictive and a roadblock to prog- 
ress of Atlanta and Georgia. If lack of 
taxes on something like 850 acres of land 
can close Clayton County schools, the 
county really must be in a bad way. But 
is that a reason to attempt to shift its 
responsibility to Atlanta and indirectly to 
every user of the airport wherever in 
Georgia he is from? 

Further proof of the vindictiveness of 
this proposal is the challenge to Atlanta's 
right to get state and.federal funds for 


new Expressway construction. Only a 


minimum of research would have re- 
vealed that these funds expressly are 
set aside under the federal road program 
for just that purpose. Perimeter roads on 
a similar basis are authorized. 

As for the small amount of state 
matching funds to be expended on At- 
lanta’s part of the network of interstate 
roads, Atlantans pay more gasoline taxes 
and receive less relative benefit from them 
than any county in the state. 

The city has offered a reasonable ad- 
justment to Clayton County’s demand. Un- 
less it is accepted, it can be concluded 
that the bill is a transparent effort to 
shift some of the county's tax load to 
Atlanta. 

This aixport taxing bill is bad. It is 
vindictive, punitive and not in the best 
interests of Clayton County, Atlanta or 
Georgia. The General Assembly should 
kill it for the good of the entire state.

South Carolina Frowns 
On Fee System Arrests 


South Carolina’s General Assembly 
recognizes the fact that deliberate speed 
traps and arrests on a fee basis are the 
weakest methods of so-called traffic law 
enforcement. 

Both legislative houses in South Caro- 
lina have passed a resolution asking that 
such circumstances be taken into consid- 
eration when penalty points are assessed 
against driver 

The author the measure said these 
methods of arrest are common in other 
states. Some Georgia counties, unfortu- 
nately, have allowed themselves to come 
into such a category. 

The Georgia Legislature, for one 
thing, might do well to take a look at the 
South Carolina procedure which charges 
a certain number of points against a 
driver for each arrest whether in or out 
of the state. A motorist accumulating 10 
points loses his driving privileges. The 
South Carolina setup may not be perfect 
but it is aimed in the right direction. _ 

But by all means the Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly should act to eliminate the 
system which allows counties and mu- 
nicipalities to establish speed traps oper- 
ated by fee-seeking local officers. Such 
practices should be outlawed. 

Salaried officers, uniform traffic en- 
forcement and fairly administered courts 
are the logical replacements.
